Senate bills 257 and 258 tor abol­ 
ishment of offices of township col­ 
lectors and assessors have com­ 
manded attention ot the executive 
committee of the Suburban Area 
and Country Towns Association of 
Cook County, Inc. 
The organization has 
gone on 
record a? proposing 
a more con­ 
structive plan for the handling of 
the assessment and 
collection of 
taxes iii the Suburban towns of 
Cook county. 
Tho association holds that while 
the abolition of these two offices 
may w’ork out advantageously in 
down-state counties, it would not 
be a good thing for suburban Cook 
county, where one township may be 
as large in population as four or 
five down-state counties. 
The 
association 
opposes 
the 
abolition of the offices of township 
tax collector and assessor. On the 
other hand it proposes legislation 
which shall allow the collector in 
major townships of Cook county to 
function twelve months out of ev­ 
ery year. 
One major township of 
Cook county is greater in assessed 
valuation and population than some 
individual down-state counties. 
In the interests of economy and 
public conveniences there should be 
local collectors without connection 
with the county collector's office, it 
is held. Figures have been quoted 
to show that the expense to tax­ 
payers is at lea<t three times as 
great for tax* > 
collected by the 
county collector as for collections 
through local collectors under pres­ 
ent law’?. 
That there is greater 
conven­ 
ience in having the tax collector’s 
office in the township 
is demon­ 
strated by experiences 
of many 
suburbanites going to the county 
building to pay taxes. 
New Assessment Plan Fails 
It is generally agreed in the sub­
